There was a time when 
the combination would not have been felicitous, 
We Celebrate. but we have changed all that. Unfortunately, 
the former festivity had to be postponed on account 
of the serious illness of the King. This was much 
to be regretted, both because of the disappointment and the serious financial 
ysses which attended it ; but these things were overlooked in the general anx- 
iety for the welfare of His Majesty. Happily, the outcome has been favorable 
and we of the United States can join our British cousins in expressions of 
gratification thereat. We do not feel that it is none of our business, for the 
two peoples are bound together by ties of blood, business and thought. Our 
ideas and aspirations move in the same directions and we follow together the 
ame paths of material advancement and moral progress. The time has passed 
when we, as a nation, regard kings as our enemies,—more than that we know 
to-day that the King of England is our very good friend, and, in our turn, 
we wish him and his people well 

In the early days of the King’s illnes$ there was much talk of signs and 
mens. It was left fora philatelist to point out that, upon all the new stamps 
bearing the portrait of King Edward VIL., the crown does not rest on His 
Majesty's head, but is suspended above it. This might be distorted into an 
ndication that he is never to wear the crown ; but dreams are said to go by 

ontraries, so let us hope that this will prove to be only a dream 

But about the Fourth of July. We enjoyed it as usual, for it is ow, day. 
his recalls the story that up in Canada they like to show to visitors, especiaily 
those from this side of the border, a cannon which was captured at the battle 
f Bunker Hill. Well, as a Boston girl once said, “It is all right; they've 
got the cannon, but we have the hill.”” Under the circumstances, we have 
no occasion to feel disturbed. Yes, we have the hill and several other pieces 
f property, including the Fourth of July. The latter being a peculiarly 
American holiday, we always celebrate it by exploding wholesale quantities 
f fire crackers—a peculiarly Chinese invention, designed to scare away 
levils, delight small boys and drive other human beings to distraction. Can 
anyone explain the connection between these two institutions ? 

This year, thanks to the era of good feeling and the sympathy with the 
King, a certain old-time custom seems to have been quite abandoned. This 
used to be known as “ twisting the lion's tail”. The amusement has fallen 
nto discredit for some years and has degenerated into occasional gentle 
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very regular pearls. We call the attention of collectors very particularly to 
this point, as we shall have to return to it in the course of this sketch, when 
speaking of forgeries. The design of the stamp is completed by two 
banderoles or pennants extending across the whole width of the design ; the 
upper banderole, turned downwards, bears the inscription ‘G. D. DE 
LUXEMBOURG ;” the lower banderole, turned upwards, repeats the figure of 
value followed by the word “ CENTIMEs.”’ 

The 2 and 4 centimes postage stamps of the first issue were the subject 
of four very distinct printings, differing in the shades of color, We enumerate 
them below, giving the quantities manufactured : 


1st printing, November 25, 1860, 2 centimes black, 1750 sheets, 175,000 
stamps. 

ist printing, November 25, 1860, 4 centimes deep yellow, 656 sheets, 
65,000 stamps. 

2nd printing, January 15th, 1861, 4 centimes pale yellow, 1145 sheets, 
114,500 stamps. 

3rd printing, June 2oth, 1863, 2 centimes deep black, 520 sheets, 52,000 
stamps. 

3rd printing, June z2oth, 1863, 4 centimes orange yellow, 984 sheets, 
98,400 stamps. 

4th printing, June 15th, 1864, 2 centimes gray black, 760 sheets, 76,0 
stamps. 

4th printing, June 15th, 1864, 4 centimes ochre, 1512 sheets, 151,200 
stamps. 


As will be seen, then, the first issue of these two values comprised 303,- 
ooo 2 centime stamps and 429,100 4 centime stamps. 

A law of December 30th, 1862, inserted in the Administrative -Memorial 
of December 31st, and which we reproduce below, having modified that of 
January 12th, 1855, which had particularly fixed the internal postage on 
newspapers and other printed matter at 2 centimes, gave rise to thc issue of a 
third stamp for printed matter, of the value of 1 centime, of the same type 
as the two preceding stamps. 


Law of December 3oth, 1862: 

“We, William III, by the grace of God, King of the Netherlands, 
Prince of Orange-Nassau, Grand Duke of Luxemburg, 

“Our Council of State having been heard, with the assent of the As- 
sembly of the States, we have ordered and do order: Sole Article.—The 
internal postage on newspapers, gazettes, periodical works, books, music, 
catalogues, prospectuses, advertisements and notices, printed, lithographed 
or in manuscript, originating in and destined for points in the Grand Duchy, 
is fixed at one centime per sheet or fraction of a sheet, whatever the dimen- 
sions may be. 

**Luxemburg, December 3oth, 1862.’

The 1 centime stamp, printed at Frankfort on the Maine, like those issued 
previously, was put into use a fortnight after the promulgation of the law 
which we have just quoted. 

From January 15th, 1863, to October 30th, 1865, there were issued 500,- 
ooo of this stamp which occasioned four printings, differing in the shades of 
color. Below will be found the information gathered with regard to these 
printings : 
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1st printing, January 15th, 1863, 1 centime pale red brown, goo sheets, 
go ,000 stamps. 

2nd printing, June 2oth, 1863, 1 centime light brown bistre, 650 sheets, 
65,000 stamps. 

3rd printing, February 2nd, 1864, 1 centime dark brown bistre, 2150 
sheets, 215,000 stamps. 

4th printing, March roth, 1865, 1 centime dark red brown, 1300 sheets, 
130,000 stamps. 


Apart from the shades, the 1, 2 and 4 centime stamps of the first issue, 
taken together, present certain peculiarities, although the impression is 
generally better than that of the previous issues. 

It seems that the work of manufacturing these values was carried on 
with more care and precision, that a minute examination of the sheets was 
made after the printing, in order to eliminate those presenting any defect. 
The result is that the imperfections and marked defects which had been 
discovered in the other values are rarely to be met with. 

Taking into account the statements made by certain specialists so far, 
we think we should class as follows the newspaper stamps of the first issue, 
which include no fewer than 22 varieties : 

1) 2 centimes black, normal impression, groundwork of the vignette 
plain, the letter ‘‘s”’ of the word ‘‘ centTIMeEs” is smaller than the other letters. 

2) 2 centimes black, normal impression, background of the vignette 
more or less blurred; the bottom horizontal bar of the second “er” of the 
word ‘‘ CENTIMES” is a third longer than the top bar. 

3) 2 centimes deep black, normal impression, background of the 
vignette quadrillé, the pearl of the large circle placed immediately above the 
first “ez” of the word “ centTimes ” is full. 

4) 2c deep black, normal impression, background quadrillé, a little 
black dot is found placed under the horizontal bar of the figure “2” of the 
lower banderole. 

5) 2c gray black, normal impression, background quadrillé. 

6) 2c gray black, blurred impression, background of the vignette plain, 
the first stroke of the letter “‘m” of the word “LuxemBouRG” is broken 
about the middle. 

7) 2c gray black, blurred impression ; all the letters of the inscriptions 
of the two banderoles touch one another both at the base and at the top. 

8) 4c deep yellow, fine impression, vignette with background quadrillé. 

9) 4c deep yellow, impression not so fine as the preceding, quadrillé 
background of the vignette stands out very little and the two vertical bars of 
the letter “‘m”’ of the word “ cENTIMeEsS ” are curved inward towards the base. 

to) 4c orange yellow, normal impression not very clean, quadrillé back- 
ground of the vignette not very visible. 

11) 4c orange yellow, defective impression, background of the vignette 
plain, inscriptions more or less blurred. 

12) 4c orange yellow, normal impression, background of the vignette 
quadrillé, same defect in the letter “m” of the word “ CENTIMES” asin No. 9. 

13) 4c ochre, normal impression, background of the vignette quadrillé. 

14) 4c ochre, normal impression, background of the vignette plain. 

15) 1c pale red brown, fine impression, vignette with background 
quadrilleé. 

16) 1c pale red brown, impresssion not so fine, letters “ux” and “ur 
of the word “ LuxemBourc ” touch. 
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17) 1c light brown bistre, normal impression, background of the vignette 
quadrillé 

18) 1c light brown bistre, same type as No. 9. 

19) 1c deep brown bistre, defective impression, background of the 
vignette plain, inscriptions blurred, all the letters of the upper banderole 
touch one another and most of the pearls surrounding the coat of arms 
are full. 

20) 1c dark red brown, clean impression, background of the vignette 
quadrillé, the two pearls placed on the sides of the small circle are full, 
as is also that placed immediately over the first ‘‘&”’ of the word ‘‘ cENTIME.’ 

21) 1c dark red brown, normal impression, background of the vignette 
quadrillé, the bottom horizontal bar of the second “&” of the word 
““ CENTIMES ”’ is one-third longer than the top bar. 

22) 1 centime deep red brown, same type as No. 19 

Several of these varieties having been reproduced only a few times on 
each sheet, are to be considered rare. This is notably the case with Nos. 3, 
4, 5) 15, 20 and 22. 

The special difference between the newspaper stamp of the second issue 
and those of the first, is that the former have a rouletting in colorless lines,to 
permit of their being more easily separated. Moreover, if we examine the 
paper carefully, we shall find that it is finer and much smoother, which has 
allowed of a cleaner impression being obtained, standing out better ; it is to 
the use of this paper also that we must attribute the disappearance (almost 
complete) of the defects observed in the preceding issue. 

The firm of Naumann, of Frankfort on the Maine, was employed for the 
manufacture of the stamps of this issue also, and their supply gave rise to 
five printings, which we show below : 


ROULETTED IN COLORLESS LINES: 


1st printing, October 30th, 1865, 145,000 stamps of 1 centime, pale brown 
2nd printing, August roth, 1866, 160,000 stamps of 1 centime, deep brown. 
3rd printing, September soth, 1867, 185,000 stamps of 2 centimes, black 
3rd printing, September sth, 1867, 125,000 stamps of 4 centimes, yellow 
4th printing, December a2oth, 1869, 520,000 stamps of 2 centimes, gray 
black. 

4th printing, December 2oth, 1869, 75,000 stamps of 4 centimes, yellow 
5th printing, June 30th, 1871, 280,000 stamps of 4 centimes, green. 


The first three printings produced a few special varieties arising from a 
defect in the rouletting of the sheets. Thus it is that on certain sheets, the 
rouletting having missed, sometimes in a vertical direction, at other times in 
a horizontal direction, we find stamps pierced on colorless lines on one, two 
and three sides only ; there are even stamps of 1 centime pale brown on which 
the colorless rouletting is entirely lacking. These last stamps are very rare 
and come from a few sheets which escaped the rouleting machine. 

As to the 4c green stamps of the fifth printing, they are sometimes found 
in two shades, light green and dark green, on the same sheet. That arises 
from an irregularity in the inking of the plate; the application of a larger 
quantity of color in certain places having naturally produced a deeper tint. 
This deep tint is, therefore, the exception, and this is the reason, it has been 
said, that the 4c dark green, which is met with more rarely than the 4c light 
green, is also much more sought after than the latter. 

Of the 1 centime stamp, which was to be the most employed, there was 
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a third issue, distinguished from the other two by a rouletting in colored lines, 
a rouletting which had been adopted in 1865 for the stamps of 10 centimes 
and over. 

This issue was the most important of the whole series, for it comprised 
not less than 4,500,000 stamps, which occasioned five printings during a 
period of five years (from September 1oth, 1867, to October roth, 1872) 

The printings of this value are divided up as follows : 


ROULETTED IN COLORED LINES: 


1) September roth, 1867, 1c brown yellow, 1,800 sheets, 180,000 stamps. 
2) June 2oth, 1868, 1c orange yellow, 2,200 sheets, 220,009 stamps. 

3) December 2oth, 1869, 1c yellow, 6,500 sheets, 650,000 stamps. 

4) June 3oth, 1871, 1c dark red brown, 12,500 sheets, 1,250,000 stamps. 
5) October roth, 1871, 1¢ light red brown, 22,000 sheets, 2,200,000 stamps. 


From 1871 on, for the printing of all the postage stamps use has been 
made of a paper which is thicker and not so smooth. The use of this new 
paper has produced fresh imperfections in the impressions, permitting us to 
establish the fact that in the 4c green and 1c brown of the divers shades 
certain varieties exist which also deserve to be pointed out. Thus it is that 
these values are sometimes found with the background of the vignette plain 
instead of quadrillé, while in the inscriptions occupying the two banderoles 
different errors and imperfections appear, which also constitute so many 
varieties. 

Taking into account the foregoing, the newspaper stamps of the second 
and third issues can be catalogued as follows : 


1) 1c pale brown, regularly rouletted in colorless lines on the four sides 

2) 1c pale brown, not rouletted in colorless lines. 

3) 1c pale brown, rouletted in colorless lines horizontally but not 
vertically. 

4) 1c dark brown, regularly rouletted in colorless lines on the four sides. 

5) 1c dark brown, rouletted in colorless lines at the base only. 

6) 1c dark brown, rouletted in colorless lines horizontally but not 
vertically. 

7) 2c black, regularly rouletted in colorless lines on the four sides 

8) 2c black, roulettted in colorless lines horizontally but not vertically 

9) 2c black, rouletted in colorless lines at the base only. 

10) 4c yellow, regularly rouletted in colorless lines on the four sides 

11) 4c yellow ochre, rouletted in colorless lines horizontally but not 
vertically. 

12) 4c yellow ochre, regularly rouletted in colorless lines on four sides. 

13) 2c black gray, regularly rouletted in colorless lines on the four sides. 

14) 4c light green, regularly rouletted in colorless lines on the four sides. 

15) 4c dark green, regularly rouletted in colorless lines on the four sides. 

16) 4c dark green, regularly rouletted in colorless lines on the four sides 
but blurred impression and background of vignette plain instead of quadrillé. 

17) 1c brown yellow, rouletted in colored lines, normal impression, 
vignette with background quadrillé. 

18) 1c brown yellow, rouletted in colored lines, impression blurred, 
vignette with background plain. 

19) 1c brown yellow, rouletted in colored lines, normal impression, the

letter “ c”’ of the word “ centTime” is defective and appears like a “c.

20) 1c orange yellow, rouletted in colored lines, normal impression, 
Vignette with background plain. 

21) 1c orange yellow, rouletted in colored lines, blurred impression and 
inscriptions not very distinct. 

22) 1c yellow, rouletted in colored lines, normal impression, vignette 
with background quadrillé. 

23) 1c yellow, rouletted in colored lines, bad impression, vignette with 
background plain and same error of inscription as in No. 19. 

24) 1c yellow, rouletted in colored lines, pretty good impression, vignette 
with background quadrillé, the second “«&£” of the word “cENTIMES”’ has 
nearly the form of a “B”’. 

25) 1c dark red brown, rouletted in colored lines, normal impression, 
vignette with background quadrillé. 

26) 4c dark red brown, rouletted in colored lines,’ blurred impression, 
vignette with plain background. 

27) 1c light red brown, rouletted in colored lines, impression normal, 
vignette with quadrillé background, same error of inscription as No. 19 

28) 1c light red brown, rouletted in colored lines, impression dull, 
vignette with plain background. 

29) 1c light red brown, rouletted in colored lines, impression blurred 
at the base, vignette with quadrillé background, error of inscription same as 
No. 24.

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Our English Letter.

LONDON, 21 June, 1902 


Mr. E. D. Bacon has read his paper on the Perkins Bacon issues of 
Chili before the members of the Philatelic Society of London. The paper 
will be duly published in the London Philatelist, and it would not be fair for 
me to anticipate its publication, but I may go so far as to say that a real treat 
is in store for specialists of Chili, and at least one big surprise 





Messrs. Perkins Bacon & Co. have thrown open their books to Mr. E 
D. Bacon’s inspection, and the result will be that those of us who specialise 
in Chili will have to rearrange our pages of the early printings. When the 
paper is published I will take the earliest opportunity of including a brief 
summary of the new points in this letter. Till then I may repeat the advice 
I gave the readers of the 4. /. P. some months since to pick up all the 
Perkins Bacon type of Chili that they can get. When the paper is published 
they must go through it carefully, rearrange their treasures, and then scour 
the market for the discovery. 








Chili has always been a favorite of mine. Its first type were the earliest 
stamps that fell into my schoolboy collection. In those days I saw nothing 
but the 5 centavos. I venture to say that Mr. Bacon’s paper will open the 
eyes of specialists in more waysthan one. As a philatelic student Mr. Bacon 
has few equals, and the thorough and exhaustive manner in which he has 
cleared up problems relating to the early issues of Chili is in his best style. 
He first set to work collecting all the varieties he could get, then he un- 
earthed every scrap of information to be found in Messrs. Perkins Bacon's 
books that could be of any assistance in separating the various printings, 
papers and watermarks 


Some notable stamps have turned up in our auctions recently. The 
“ Fourpence’’ on 44d. vermilion, of British Bechuanaland, is not catalogued 
inverted, but a copy sold a few days since and realized 43. A Gibraltar 
carmine stamp of 1869, value omitted, ran up to £12.10.0, and a double 
print of the Sicily 1 grano, fetched 466.0. This compact little country is 
coming very much into favor in a quiet way amongst specialists. It is full of 
interesting shades and retouches. 





But philatelic literature seems to be under a cloud for the moment. At 
a recent auction the London Philatelic Society’s work on Oceania went for 
20s. and West Indies for 18s. about a third of what they generally bring. A 
whole set of the Zondon Philate/ist, ten volumes in unbound numbers, realiz- 
ed only 12s. Truly the end of the season is the season for bargains, 














Coronation is going to put a stopper to stamps for a week or two as a 
business. Some of the leading stamp dealers are in the line of route, and 
have windows to view the precession that can be turned into cash. Mr. J 
W. Jones has a first floor in Cheapside, Gibbons a regular array of windows 
in the Strand, and Bright and Peckitt are also in front positions in that same 
favored thoroughfare. But it has been reserved for Bright to bait the stamp 
collector with a novel offer. Said he “come into my shop and spend the 
amount which you are open to pay for a window or seats and you shall have 
stamps to value, and the window, or seats, thrownin”. But, will you believe 
it, not a soul has tumbled to the offer. Gibbons, otherwise Phillips, on such 
occasions, displays a lordly indifference to dollars ; he lets it be distinctly 
understood that no dollars need apply, for the many and splendidly placed 
windows of the Gibbons establishment are reserved for philatelic friends, and 
there we shall forgather for mutual admiration and loyal display 


I regret to see the announcement of the death of Sir Daniel Cooper 
He was, with Judge Philbrick, the founder of the Philatelic Society of London, 
and for many years was a well known and leading collector. But he sold his 
grand collection to Ferrary in 1878, for the then unheard of price of £3000, 
and retired from stamp collecting. He was officially connected with New 
South Wales, and at one of the meetings of the Philatelic Society of London 
he threw a lot of unused, mint, Sydney Views on, the table for the members 
present to help themselves. Those priceless gems were the current stam 
of those happy days of yore. Alas, no one dreams of throwing unused, mint, 
Sydney Views on the table at our meetings for members to help themselves 
in these later degenerate days. 


My little book on ‘‘ Stamp Collecting asa Pastime’’ will be out sooner 
than If had expected. It seems that the compositors were able to save the 
forms of type of the book complete. Only the special paper, which had 
been delivered for printing off an edition of 25,000, was destroyed by the fire 
to which I have already referred. I may add that my book is intended as 
an answer to the ordinary man who cannot see anything in stamp collecting 
to warrant even soft looking people like ourselves wasting so much money 
and precious time on it. 
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Criticisms of Our List of the Stamps 


of Greece.

Our new price list of the stamps of Greece, as published in this journal 
has evoked a great deal of criticism. We have received many letters, all of 
which we have read carefully with a view to making such changes before the 
next edition of our cata ogue is published as will make the list as complete 
and valuable as possible. 

Many of the criticisms that are sent us are very good indeed and we are 
especially grateful to those who have criticised our prices with intelligence, 
and have pointed out to us a number of errors that the list contains. There 
have, however, been criticisms which are unwarranted particularly because 
those who make them have not read or have not remembered what was said 
in the articles in this journal which preceded the publication of this list; and 
also some criticisms are mistaken because our critics do not understand the 
general principles upon which our priced catalogue is made. There have 
been, for many years, certain views held in relation to Greek stamps which a 
careful examination of the dated specimens does not substantiate. We have 
endeavored, so far as possible, in our catalogue, to make our list correspond 
in its chronology to the revelations which our large accumulation of dated 
stamps makes to us. One of the most common criticisms which is made is 
oi the price of our No. 8, the 11 chocolate of the Athens print, clear impression. 
The common view is that our price is too low, and in one instance, a firm of 
dealers has marked one of the fine early shades of this stamp as /irs¢ Athens 
print and sent it to correct our views. The criticism would be good if we 
had been pretending to give in our No. 8 the very finest and earliest shade of 
the stamp described. It is our practice, however, in making up our catalogue 
to put in as our principal number the cheapest specimen of any given print 
If we put in a rarer shade or type it would be listed as a minor variety under 
the letter ‘a’ or ‘b.’ Turning to our book of dated stamps, on this question, 
we find that all the copies we have of 1863, 1864 and 1865 are of the quite 
common type of this clear Athens impression. Our price for the stamp is too 
high and we shall probably reduce our No. 8 in the forthcoming edition of 
our catalogue. It may be asked then why we do not put in the rare specimen 
as an “‘a” under this No. 8. We may do so, although we are not at the pre- 
sent time fully satisfied with the dark maroon stamp which is offered as the 
first Athens print. We shall be glad if any of our readers having an early dated 
specimen of this stamp will submit it to us for examination. We have never 
seen one dated, and the only copies that we have had we have classed with the 
proof, essay or printers waste stamps which have been produced in such 
quantities in Paris but which never found their way to Greece itself. This 
whole class of stamps seems to be regarded by many dealers and collectors 
(the latter probably following the former) as being representative of the stamps 
of Greece. We find, in approval books that are sent us, some stamps that are 
marked essays, others proofs, again the same stamps gummed, offered as 
originals. Wedonot careto condemn these stamps. They are the “ Perkins- 
Bacon stamps ” of Greece, that is, they are not the stamps issued for use in 
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the country and delivered to the postmasters for sale but they are the same 
as the stamps that were, except in minor particulars which are sometimes 
evident and in other cases are very difficult to discern. Some of the criticisms 
of our list that are made arise from an insufficient acquaintance with the 
characteristics of these proofs, essays or printers waste stamps, whichever 
may be the designation chosen for them. We are asked to note the fact that 
our No. 60 should precede No. 59. We have listed these as both coming 
under 1882, and the plan on which our catalogue is made does not require us 
to put the stamp in a given year, that was issued first, in the first place. 
Still we do propose to invert the order of these two stamps for we find that 
none of our dated specimens of the 2oL rose precede Jan., 1883 If any of 
our readers have this stamp dated 1882 we shall be obliged to them if they 
will send us the specimen. 

Criticisms of our prices are more numerous than those which refer only 
to the list. We are extremely glad to receive these and will say, in relation to 
the prices we have placed upon the rarer stamps in our list, that they were 
based upon what we have had, in the past, to pay forthem. We have been 
able to buy any of the unused stamps of Greece at prices which yielded to 
us a good profit at the prices which we have made for them in this list We 
have known, however, that some of them were rarities and have published 
the prices in advance, in this way, in order that we might have the benefit 
of the criticisms which we expected would come and which indeed have 
come, The prices of the stamps of Greece are not by any means settled 
and there is so great alack of knowledge of what is what among dealers and 
collectors in all parts of the world, that it has been possible to buy even the 
rarities at low prices. Our making the prices high in this preliminary issue 
of our catalogue would not have helped us to secure the stamps. There are 
stamps in the list which we have priced at five or ten dollars each which are 
undoubtedly worth twenty-five or fifty dollars even, but we have been buy- 
ing them at from two to five dollars each and if we made the higher prices 
we should not be able to secure any more copies for our customers. Greece 
is now becoming a popular country and we hope not to see it ruined by too 
rapid an advance in prices. It must be remembered by our critics in Eng- 
land that the demand for Greek stamps is not in the United States what it is 
in England and if we push our prices too high, while we can still furnish the 
stamps at our present figures to individual collectors here who may require 
them, we shall simply be destroying the possibility of a widespread American 
collecting of one of the most pleasing series of stamps that collectors have 
ever attempted to place in their albums. Interesting shades and varieties 
among the stamps of Greece are innumerable and if one does not care for 
plating, one cannot select a country which will give more genuine pleasure 
in collecting its varieties than do these same stamps of Greece. 

One criticism which has been made refers to the stamps which we 
designate as “cleaned plate’’. We call attention to the fact that we do not 
use this term for stamps issued after 1872. Our “cleaned plate” varieties 
refer to that cleaning of the plates which was made about 1870. This work 
produced a distinct series of varieties. The plates were cleaned again and 
again and as a matter of fact one could find cleaned plate varieties down to 
the present time. When we describe or sell varieties as cleaned plates we 
mean to give fine specimens issued, accordtng to ‘our understanding of the 
date, somewhere near 1870. We have had our attention called to the fact 
that some shades are not listed and we can say in reply that it is impossible 
to list all the varieties of shade among the stamps of Greece. If anyone 
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doubts this all he has to do is to try to get a few copies which are just alike in 
shade of our No. 20, the 2ol blue, Athens, coarse impression. We have some 
stock books in which we place five stamps of a shade on a line, and among 
thousands of specimens in our possessicn we have found it extremely diffi- 
cult to match up these “ fives.” Our attention has been called to the colors 
of paper as given by us. We wish to say that the colors change a great 
deal, and while in some cases we have written “blue ” where it should have 
been “bluish ’’ or vice versa, generally speaking the color of the paper which 
we give is that which the stamp has when unused with full gum and per- 
fectly fresh. It is said that we have not distinguished as we should between 
Nos. 41 and 44. This point is well made. The words “or creamish”’ paper 
should not be applied to No. 41 and in our catalogue we shall apply them 
only to No. 42, the 30l which comes upon both the yellowish and creamish 
paper. 

We thank our critics very much for the information that they have given 
us and the points, which we have noted, which we find of value in their 
criticisms, and we shall be well pleased if any of our readers who may 
notice changes which they think desirable will offer further criticisms of our 
ilst

From The Australian Philatelist. 


As an aid to me in collecting, I have been presented by the Editor with 
a number of Philatelic Magazines. I cannot give you the names of all of 
them, but there were 80 American, 16 English, and about a dozen Continen- 
tal or South American papers, all devoted to Philately and advertisements. 
The Americans were mostly devoted to the latter. 

I have read them aLL! and am sure, even without asking for it, that I 
have your deep sympathy. There was one good article on,‘‘ Philatelic Facts 
and Fancies.’’ This formed two pages of one of the high-class journals, and 
it also, when reprinted, formed the bulk, bar the advs., of about 60 stamp 
sheets. A clever article on “ Filatelic Fakers,” another on “ Is Stamp-col- 
lecting a Crime,” and a third on “ Philately as an aid to Digestion,’’ com 
pleted what might be called the ‘‘ literature” of the magazines. 

The Americans get ahead of the English journals, for while the English 
have to fill up space with such articles as essays on ‘‘ How to plate Siberian Lo- 
cals,” or ‘‘ the 51 varieties of the 11. Greece differing in the number of whis 
kers on Mercury’s face,’’ the Americans keep their subscribers informed of 
items of entrancing interest such as “‘ Mr. Brown was in New York yesterday, 
and met a train upside down, but as the train was inverted on arc Pan-Am- 
erican, and_Mr. Brown bought it for soc, he didn’t get hurt, and we guess if 
Mr. Brown wants to part, there’s a man in this office who'll cough up $25 for jt.”’ 

Or that ‘‘the ‘ United Brotherhood of Stamp Jobbers’ held their annual 
dinner at Crabbe Island, where William C. Kilgie smoked an 8in. cigar, and 
Charles Warsaw Arkansas Jones eat two dozenclams. This class of item, 
and apologies for errors in printing and spelling in their previous number, 
make many American Magazines very interesting to collectors. 

I took all the magazines back to the Editor, and after having thanked 
him for the loan of them, said that I did not think I would care to subscribe 
to any of them just yet, as they were too advanced for me, that being only a 
beginner, I should not be able to appreciate the careful specialistic studies 
of the English magazines, and the Americans were not much use to me, as I 
did not wish to buy 1,000 stamps catalogued at $25, and 10,000 hinges for 
8oc., nor an album and a packet of chewing gum for 12c. I wanted a maga- 
zine that would give to me, as a beginner, good useful information, so that 
I should be able to entice stamps from my friends at a tenth of their value, 
to be always sure I could get the best of a bargain, and where I could get 
unused ‘‘ Views ” at a small percentage over face value. 

My friend the Editor smiled faintly and said he did not think there was 
any such magazine published, but that if he heard of one he would certainly 
let me know ; also, that if I kept on collecting long enough I would learn in 
time what I wished. I showed him some two-penny Laureates I had. He 
said one was a shade he wanted; it was not any rarer than the others, but he 
would anyhow give me, if I liked, 1s 3d for it, though 2d laureates were usually 
sold at rsh. I parted, and a little while later overheard him, as he showed it 
toa friend. ‘‘ This laureate,” he said, “has six pointed stars in the corners, 
and is therefore worth ros 6d, it also has the error “ Waees,’ and I think it 
cheap at 40s. It will look nice in my collection. 

I presented myself and reproached him for defrauding me, a beginner, 
of a treasure worth 40s. He was quite calm however, and argued that he 
was merely teaching me how to obtain that information after which I so 
sought, that in the future, after this experience, I would be quite au fais 
with the difference between common laureates, the laureated stars, and vari- 
ous errors. That was! if I should ever come across any more. I went 
away thinking that the journal I wanted to subscribe to was called ‘‘ Experi- 
ence,” and that my first subscription had been 4os. JOHN FRESHWATER. 
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The Provisionals of Rio Hacha. 
By W. F. GREGORY 
From Stanley Gibbons Monthly Journal 


Some of my customers have sent me for examination new provisional 
stamps of Rio Hacha, and asked me to gather and publish such information 
as I may have or secure in reference to them, so I think that a brief history 
of the issues made in this town may be of general interest, though much of it 
has been already published 

In February, 1901, the supply of regular postage stamps of Colombia 
was exhausted at Rio Hacha. A new supply could be obtained only from 
Bogota, the capital, several hundred miles distant. Communication the 
greater part of the way is by mule train; considerable time was required to 
make this journey, and return under favorable conditions. At this time, a 
year ago, the interior of Colombia was overrun by the insurgents, and com- 
munication between any of the towns was difficult. It became necessary for 
the postal official at Rio Hacha to provide some method of indicating the pre- 
payment of postage. 

The laws of Colombia permit the Postmaster to write “No hay 
estampillas”’ on the letter, attest this with his signature, and stamp the letter 
“Franca.” An easier way, however, is to have these words printed on a 
paper, which is then signed and pasted on the letter. Thus is made a 
provisional stamp, and this is what the postmaster of Rio Hacha did. 

There was at Rio Hacha at this time an American gentleman who was 
diligently looking for old stamps, and he made the acquaintance of the postal 
official. Foreseeing a possible advantage to himself, perhaps he advised that 
the provisional stamp be printed on colored as well as white paper. But 
colored paper was not at hand ; the American gentleman skilled in the arts 
undertook to provide colored papers, and he changed the white paper to yel- 
low, blue, and green. 

The entire issue of 5c and roc stamps consisted of 800. The American 
gentleman, with modesty and good judgment, bought only about sco of these, 
leaving enough to supply postal demands, until a new supply should be re- 
ceived from the capital, thus avoiding the necessity of re-issuing this or 
another provisional. 

In due time these stamps were received in the mails in New York, and 
the Scott Stamp & Coin Co. found a copy among some mixed stamps bought 
from business houses. An electrotype was made from this, but nothing was 
learned of its history until I had shown them the different varieties which the 
American gentleman had placed in my hands to be sold. I sold many in 
Europe, but withheld them from sale here until the new catalogue should 
appear, and collectors should have some knowledge of them. 

Recently a neighboring dealer informed me that he had secured a small 
quantity of these provisionals ; but I soon learned that they were printed on 
a different paper. 

A few days after a customer sent me for inspection a sheet of yellow 
stamps very similar to the ones I had, and my first impression was that some 
one had made a very crude imitation. Closer inspection showed that they 
were a re-issue. 

Evidently an attempt had been made to follow the original setting, but 
not a stamp in the sheet was nearly like the originals. The paper, also, 
though of similar color, was ordinary colored paper, much thinner than that 
in the originals. The setting of the frame is very poorly done; the stamps 
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are nearly 1 mm. higher. In not one does the setting of the letters correspond 
with the originals, in which the arrangement is alike in all. These later 
provisionals are cancelled with the receiving stamp of the office, which is 
circular. The oval stamp containing the word “ Franca” is essential to the 
validity of the provisional. In fact, it is said that the stamp uncancelled is 
incomplete, the overprint or cancellation “ Franca” being quite as essential 
as the signature of the postmaster. 

Positive information of the quantity of the re-issue is not at hand, but 
we understand it is not large. They were first advertised in such a manner 
as to lead the would-be purchaser to believe that a flood of the original pro- 
visionals had been placed on the market. Hence this scrap of history. The 
purchase of all the impressions of the second issue by a party knowing their 
value, and able to sustain it, rendered its publication unnecessary until the 
note in the April 47, /. indicated that the poison had’not been eradicated 
from the philatelic system. 

{We do not quite understand the concluding words of Mr. Gregory’s 
paper, and we cannot agree with what he says in the last paragraph. Accord 
ing to his account, this so-called “ second issue” consists of official imitations, 
the true character of which should have been stated as soon as ever it was 
known. The circular cancellation alluded to is applied to these labels in 
sheets.—Epi1tor Monthly Journal. | ; 





The impression conveyed by the foregoing article is very misleading 
The idea which one gets from it is that the Rio Hacha stamps of the second 
printing are reprints, whereas they are a re-issue, or a new issue, whichever you 
prefer to callthem. The first lot were overprinted “ RIOHACHA—FRANCO’", 
in two lines,in anoval. The second lot have the overprint ‘“‘AGENCIA PosTAI 
NACIONAL—RIO HACHA”, in a double-lined circle. Both overprints were 
made by means of cancelling dies in use in the post office, and we see nx 
reason for calling one a control mark and the other a cancellation to order. 

The other differences which Mr. Gregory points out do not seem to us to 
be important. The paper of the second issue is not ordinary colored paper 
but is dyed, as was that of the first printing. That some of the sheets are 
thinner than others is not at all unusual in provisional issues, when made in 
cities where only ordinary stationers’ stocks are available. There was noth- 
ing which required the second setting to be an exact duplication of the first. 
The matter was probably not considered to be of sufficient importance to 
warrant any attempt at a close reproduction. The increase in the size of the 
stamps was evidently made in order that the postmaster might have more 
space in which to write his name. 

A correspondent, in whose good faith and knowledge of the matter we 
have entire confidence, recently wrote us as follows in regard to these stamps 


“ The first issue consisted of 800 stamps, of which 3co were disposed of 
to the public and 500 sold to Mr. N. The second issue was of 4,000 stamps 
Of this lot a correspondent of mine purchased 2,300. The balance, 1,700, 
were placed on sale at the Rio Hacha post office, and, at the time of my 
latest information, roth and 18th March, the stock was getting low.” 


It appears to us that the two issues occupy exactly the same position,— 
they were issued by the same authority and a portion of each was used for 
postal purposes. If some were bought by speculators, the same must be said 
of the majority of postal issues of recent years, especially those of a pro- 
visional nature.—Scott Stamp & Coin Co.

The AMERICAN JOURNAL OF PHILATELY, hopes that Eastern collectors 
will give this undertaking the encouragement it deserves and lend all the 
assistance they can toward making it a success. 

In looking over the list of awards we do not find any mention of a num- 
ber of prominent countries in Europe and other parts of the world, notably 
some of the most popular of the British Colonies. Several New York col- 
lectors have already expressed a desire to offer medals for exhibits of the 
stamps of certain countries, and it is probable that one of our leading so- 
cieties will offer a gold medal. 

A number of our collectors have promised to send portions of their

BuLGARIA.—Mr. C. Witt has shown us two labels issued by the Mace- 
donian Revolutionary Committee and calls our attention to a note on the 
subject, which is published in Der Philatelist. The note is as follows: 

'“The Macedonian Committe has pasted upon letters, in conjunction 
with the current Bulgarian stamps, its receipt stamps (intended as an ex- 
ploitation of its politics), and these have, in a manner not yet made clear, 
passed through the post. Now an edict most strongly forbids the admission 
of such stamps. This edict has been publishedin Rustschuck, but before it 
will appear in the “ Monthly for Post and Telegraph Officials’ some weeks 
will have elapsed.” 

We do not regard these labels as being in any way postage stamps or 
worthy the attention of collectors, and we describe them merely that their 
true character may be understood. 

The design is that of a standing female figure, apparently in chains, and 
some animal, presumably intended to be a lion. This isenclosed ina double- 
lined oval with inscriptions in Russian characters. The numerals of value 
appear in small circles in each corner. Four varieties have been reported— 
rost violet, 2ost blue, sost green, 11 red.

GERMANY.—Mr. J. M. Bartels calls our attention to a discovery which 
he has recently made in the 25 pfennige of the 1875-77 issue. There are 
two varieties of this stamp. The most notable differences are found in the 


periods before and after ‘“‘ pDeurscHE” and after‘‘post.”’ In one instance 
these periods are small circles and in the other they are solid dots. Above 
the “r” and “c’’ of “ pFENNIGE”’ there are small ornaments shaped somewhat 


like a capital letter “‘a’’. In the first variety the highest part of these orna- 
ments is rounded and in the second it appears to be pointed. We are un- 
able to decide whether these varieties are due to differences in the engraving 
of the stamps or merely to wearing of the plates andthe use of a greater or 
less amount of printing ink.
